The remarks below are submitted in response to the outstanding first non-final Office Action 
dated October 6, 2003 in the above-identified application. 



REMARKS 

The present application was filed on February 20, 2002 with claims 1-26, claiming the 
priority of U.S. provisional patent application Serial No. 60/270,263 filed February 21, 2001. 

Claims 1-26 are currently pending in the application. Claims 1, 5, 9 and 18 are the 
independent claims. 

The Examiner has indicated that claims 9-26 are allowed and that claims 2-4 and 6-8 would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form.
